SEC. 4. The term "foreign government" as used herein shall, 
for the purposes of this Act, be construed to Include in its 
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meaning any person or persons acting or purporting to act for 
or on behalf of any faction, party* department, agency, bureau, 
or military force of or vithln a foreign country, or for or on 
behalf of any government or any person ox persons purporting 
to act as a government wltiiln a foreign country, whether or 
not such government Is recognized by the lilted States, 

SEC. 5* The term "oomrauni cation intelligence” as used 
herein shall, for the purposes of this Act, be construed to 
mean the intelligence resulting from operat&nc in that field 
of endeavor which includes all classified procedures and 
methods used in the interception of communications, and the 
obtaining of Information from such communicative, by other 
than the intended recipients. The terms ''commuftiQAtion. Intel- 
ligence activities” and "communication intelligence purposes” 
as used herein shall be construed accordingly. 

SEC. 6. Regulations governing the classification., re- 
classification, declassification, and publication of material 
of the nature of that described in Bee, i of thin Act shall 
be prescribed by the President. 

SEC. 7 . nothing in this Act shall prohibit the furnishing, 
upon lawful demand, of information to any regularly constituted
